Here's a Sedalia “story” from the 


Brooklyn Eagle, but 
the 
Democrat 


does not vouch for its accuracy—no, 


not by a “jug full,” as the Kentuckian 


would say: 


During that period of active corre­ 


spondent's life, wnen 
I 
practically 
lived in Pullman cars, I was on a 
night train one Christjnas Eve, com­ 
ing from Kansas City to St. Louis. 
All other passengers had 
gone 
to 
their berths and I was finishing a 
cigar in the 
smoking 
compartment, 
when the conductor ceased checking 
up his tickets and suddenly asked me 
if I believed in ghosts. 
I was non-committal. 
He then explained that the berth 
across 
the 
aisle 
from 
mine 
was 
haunted, and that nobody could sleep 
in it without 
Bearing 
groans 
and 
other 
unwholesome 
sounds. 
It had 
only been so for two months. I asked 
for the story. Here it is: 
“On a raw, blustery night, just as 
this train was pulling 
out 
of 
the 
Union station, a man of middle age 
bustled aboard. 
His tickets "were for 
St. Louis, and I gave him the only 
lower berth left, No. ll, right over 
the for'ard trucks. 
He was a fussy 
chap, and wanted his bed made up 
right away. 
After three hours' run 
we were slacking up for Sedalia, when 
the bell of lower eleven rang violent­ 
ly. I had to get off to see about pas­ 
sengers, and when I returned to the 
car the negro porter's face was nearly 
white as he gasped: 
“ ‘The man in lower 'leven is daid!' 
I 
investigated 
at once. 
The man's 
fingers were tightly 
clutched 
round 
his own throat, and I released them 
with difficulty. He seemed to be dead! 
I had seen a physician 
of 
Sedalia, 
known to me, board the train. 
I hur­ 
ried into one of 
the 
forward 
cars, 
found him and brought him to my 
car. The doctor pronounced it a case 
of heart disease, but he shook his 
head when I described the clutch the 
dead man had held upon his throat. 
He did not believe me. 
“We searched the deceased’s clothes 
for his name and address. His wallet 
was stamped ‘Abednego Donaldson.* I 
telegraphed ahead to Jefferson City at 
the next stop and had the body taken 
off by an undertaker. 
“Lower eleven was 
not 
let next 
night on the return run; but before 
the week was out I began to get com­ 
plaints from passengers who occupied 
it. They all insisted 
that, something 
moaned In their cars. 
“I never let it if I could help it.; 
“Well, 
six 
weeks 
passed. 
Two 
wefks ago, this very 
night, 
a pale, 
U)in-b|ooded young man came aboard 
at Kansas City, bound for St. Louis. 
We were running chock-a-block, and 
I had to give him lower eleven. When 
I met him in the smoking room he 
told me he had been on 
a Montana 
ranch for a year trying to regain his 
health. After deliberating awhile 
I 
concluded to 
tell 
him 
there 
w’as 
something uncanny about the berth. 
He appeared indifferent until I men­ 
tioned the name of the passenger who 
had died on my hands. I thought he 


by no means restricted to the imme­ 
diate neighborhood of Clifton.

for bank statements to be issued with 


the true condition of banks 
at 
the 


close of business on Friday, Decem­ 


ber 31. 
The comptroller goes farther than 
i 
I ever before in this call, and asks for 


I a list of loans by all banks during the 
I 
I year 1915 on which interest is charg­ 
ed, or collection made in the shape of 
interest, together with 
discounts 
of 


commission at rates that amount to 


more 
than 
the equivalent of 6 per 


cent 
Bankers are cautioned, 
says 
the 
call, to prepare these statements with 
carefulness and accuracy. 
When the 
reports are received national bank ex­ 
aminers will be required to look over 
the reports of some of the banks, and 
if errors are discovered, which may 
make it necessary to secure accuracy, 
the bank examiners will be given in­ 
structions to act accordingly. 
The call asks banks to state whether 
it is the custom to require borrowers 
to carry deposits when loans are car­ 
ried. 
It further asks how much is 
loaned and not secured by collateral.

After ten years of faithful w'ork, 
North Dakota voted liquor out of the 
state. 
From 1910 to 1914 six more 
states joined the dry ranks. 
During 
the past five months and six days 
nine more states have abolished Ii- 
quor, and now wTe have nineteen pro­ 
hibition states. 
Mrs. LaMance know's her subject 
thoroughly and is an 
earnest, 
con­ 
vincing speaker. 
She inspired those 
present with renewed zeal for the 
cause, and imparted a vast amount 
of valuable information and instruc­ 
tion.

6. — Secretary 
Garrison laid before the house today 
his formal argument in behalf of the 
administration plan for defense. 
It proposes the creation of a mobile 
, federal force of more than a million 
men, to be secured in six years; the 
accumulation of a 
huge 
reserve in 


ammunition and equipment, together 
with adequate coast defenses. 
The expense of 
the 
plan will be 
$600,000,000, or 
$200,000,000 
a year, 
as compared with $100,000,000, as un­ 
der the present budget. 
“The integrity of the nation,” tho 


secretary said, reading from a state­ 
ment he had prepared, “may depend 
on what is done in this matter. This 
may be lost unless a practical policy 
is the result.” 
Referring to 
the 
far-spread mili­ 
tary responsibility 
of the nation, 
which reaches into 
insular posses­ 
sions, such as Alaska and the Pana- 
ma canal zone, he said: 
“We determine and announce our 
sovereignty must 
remain inviolable, 
and we must at all times stand ready 
to make it our position in this con­ 
nection.” 
“There is a disposition on the part 
of some,” he continued, “to assume 
that we are facing a crisis. The only 
way to meet any emergency is by 
adopting emergency measures. 
The 
personnel and material i.eeded should 
be 
immediately 
mobilized. 
Every 
nerve should be strained and every 
resource draw'n, and every prepara­ 
tion made to defend us, regardless of 
cost or other consideration. 
“There 
is 
common 
agreement 
among those who have studied- the 
subject that wre should have a force 
of 500,060 men subject to instant call. 
Our immediate problem, therefore, 
is, how' shall wre meet 
the 
require­ 
m ent9 
The adjutant general reache? 
the conclusion that he cannot expect 
to recruit more than 50 000 men per 
year for the army. 
It would there­ 
fore seem impracticable to consider 
the problem can be solved by pro­ 
viding for a standing army. 
Turning to the National Guard, Mr. 
Garrison said: 
“At present this force consists of 
approximately 129,000 men and offi­ 
cers, and it would therefore be neces­ 
sary, if it is to be expanded to 400,000, 
to add 271,000 men and officers. 
I 
therefore propose a largo addition to 
the federal aid extended to the Na­ 
tional guard, so the system may bo 
operated to its maximum capacity and 
be available for federal purppses.”

plaining that they could not sell their 


apples, and enormous quantities cer­ 


tainly were wasted in Missouri orch­ 
ards last fall. 
At the same time, the 
growers who had properly managed 
their orchards, graded their fruit and 
put it into cold storage 
for 
higher 
prices later in the winter are making 
money 
out 
of their crops, 
lf the 
orchards arc not well 
managed, 
so 
much of the fruit is small, scabby, 
wormy or otherwise so unfit for stor­ 
age that a satisfactory price can not 
be secured for it; so it is dumped on 
the market in poor shape for imme­ 
diate use, and in worse 
shape 
for 
storage. 
Such fruit spoils the mar­ 
ket temporarily, hut is quickly con 
sumed or lost, and even this soon af­ 
ter Christmas we are 
paying 
high 
prices again for good apples. 
The 
value 
of careful spraying is 
well shown by a careful test in which 
the college co-operated with twenty- 
five orchardists and sprayed each or­ 
chard four times a year at a cost of 
$22.26 an acre. 
The fruit on the un 
sprayed trees sold for $18.05 an acre, 
while that on the sprayed trees sold 
for $187.19 an acre, or more than ten 
tim es as much, making the average 
net 
profit 
from spraying $136.78 an 
acre, or about 600 per cent on the in­ 
vestment. 
Pruning 
may

equally good results, but both pruning

Latest advices from Cairo and Alex­ 
andria indicate that 
158 
survivors 
landed, of whmm fifty-nine were pas­ 
sengers. Hopes that others have been 
saved have vanished, as four days 
have elapsed since the vessel was de­ 
stroyed. 
No further word was leceived con­ 
cerning Robert McNeelv, 
American 
consul a t Aden, Arabia, 
and

seems to be little doubt that he was 
drowned. 
The safety of Charles Grant, of Bos­

1,816,000, against 2,002,042 in 
1914; calves, 103,500, compared with 
129,406; horses and 
mules 
102,000,

Unusually heavy shipm ents of cat­ 
tle and sheep were received from all 
Pacific coast states, and from all 
the mountain 
states.

from Iowa and M innesota found a 
m arket here in large numbers during 
the year.

“There are eight or more of these 
culverts,” said Mr. Ream. “This par­ 
ticular bridge Is at a bad ford and 


was so constructed that it can over­ 
flow in very high water. Pettis county 
is doing a great work in rock road 
building. 
More than three hundred 
fine concrete culverts and bridges 
were built in 1915.

States Steel corporation, declared yes­

long statem ent about 
trade conditions, in which he declares 
that the country is 
enjoying 
great 
prosperity, but the future is uncer­ 
tain; that “we are proceeding at a 
rapid rate; that there is great expan­ 
sion, and I fear there is great infla­ 
tion. 
Some 
circumstances 
in 
the 
financial and industrial wrorld are pe­ 
culiar and not justified.” 
“The rate of production at present in 
the United States is about 38,000,000 
tons of pig iron and about 41,000,000 
tons of steel ingots per annum,** said 
Mr. Gary. 
“This is compared with a 
rate of 19,000,000 tons of pig iron and 
16,000,000 tons of steel ingots one year 
ago, and 33,500,000 tons of pig iron 
and 35,000,000 tons of steel ingots at 
high water mark in the year 1913 for 
pig iron and 1912 for ingots. 
“Prices could easily be materially 
advanced, 
and 
perhaps will be, al­ 
though I believe as to some commodi­ 
ties, at least, they are high enough.” 
Mr. Gary believes that the wrar will 
not last much longer, because “each 
of the warring nations is starving for

Columbia, Mo., Jan. 7.—Diphtheria 
is a contagious disease, caused by the 
bacillus diphtheria, says Dr. Ravenel, 
of the department of preventive med­ 
icine, of the Missouri state univer­ 
sity. 
Persons in perfect health may! 
get the bacillus in their throats many 
times and not take the disease. 
On 
the other hand, no m atter how weak 
or run-down one may be, he will not 
have diphtheria unless the bacillus is 
present. The germ comes from a per­ 
son affected with diphtheria or from 
one who, without showing any signs 
of the disease, carries the germ in 
the throat or nose. 
Such is called a 
diphtheria carrier. 
The germs are found only in the 
threat and nose of persons affected 
and produce a toxin which is absorbed 
in the blood, causing the symptoms 
and effects 
of 
the 
disease. 
Tho 
germs leave such a person in the spu­ 
tum and in the spray from coughing 
and sneezing. 
Even forceful talking 
must cause minute droplets of secre­ 
tion to be emitted. 
The smaller droplets will float for 
some distance in the air of an aver­ 
age room. 
Well persons are affected 
chiefly by getting droplets and the 
contained 
germs 
into their throats. 
Children, having little sense of clean­ 
liness, usually put 
playthings 
into 
their mouths. 
If children 
play 
to­ 
gether and one is affected with diph­ 
theria, the others are likely to get the 
germs from the sick one in this way. 
School rooms and 
gathering places 
where many persons 
are assembled 
in a close, poorly-ventilated room aid 
in the spread of the disease. At this 
season of the year, when many per­ 
sons travel on crowded trains and 
many get 
together 
at 
celebrations 
and meetings, the danged of getting 
the disease Is much increased. 
No 
one with a cold or sore throat, should 
attend public gatherings. 
Any one 
getting a cold or sore throat should 
have 
the 
trouble 
diagnosed 
and 
treated by a physician. Children com­ 
plaining of colds or sore throat should 
have medical attention at once. 
lf used in 
time, 
diphtheria toxin 
will quickly cure 
diphtheria. 
The 
greater the time elapsing before the 
toxin is used, the less is the chance 
for recovery. 
Untreated 
and 
late- 
treated cases are very fatal. Diphthe­ 
ria toxin for a short time 
also pre­ 
vents wTell 
persons 
from becoming 
iffected and should be used Yn every 
well member of a family in 
which 
there is a case of diphtheria.

Fire-Blight Has Been Termed “Great 
Black Plague” cf Fruit Industry-— 
It Can Be Prevented. 


(B y J. H . CARMODY, K entucky E xperi­ 
m ent Station.) 
Fire-blight Is undoubtedly the most 
serious disease that confronts tho 
fruit grower today. San Jose scale is 
no longer dangerous when trees are 
properly sprayed. The aphis is easily 
controlled as are all the other greatly 
feared troubles of the past. After all 
the other orchard troubles have been 
successfully met and conquered, it is 
very discouraging to see a promising 
crop of fruit ruined in a short time. 
In fact, blight has been termed the 
“grea: black plague” of the fruit in­ 
dustry. It has been estimated that it 
carries an annual loss of $25,000,000 
to the country. 
Blight is a preventable disease, and 
In view of the tremendous losses occa- 
sior.el by it, a systematic effort should 
be made to check it. 
Blfeht is caused by a minute germ 
or organism that lives during the dor- 
man; season 
in 
cankers, resulting 
fron infection of the previous season. 
Thete cankers are formed at the base 
of tie fruit spurs, on the branches 
and in extreme cases on the larger 
limt3 and trunk of the tree. 
Every 
frui* grower should acquaint himself 
with the appearance of the canker 
and lestroy it as soon as noticed. 
If 
ev er canker could be disposed of, the 
bligh could be held in control. 
Fiivblight is a problem involving 
the ommunity, hence, an organized 
endearor should be made to check it. 
Learn to recognize the disease in its 
various stages, clean up the orchard 
and encourage your neighbor to do the 
same fling. 
Do mt be misled regarding the so­ 
called ‘blight cures.” 
There is no 
patent cire and no one should ever 
attempt to cure blight by spraying, 
inoculation or soil doctoring. Insects, 
particularly aphis m d ants, spread 
blight. 
Tse the spays against these 
if necessary.

Columbia, Mo., Jan. 7.—Opportuni- 
ties in the poultry business today lie, 
not in the production of fancy birds, 
nor in the raising of poultry which 
is fed grain at market prices, but ra­ 
ther in the production of birds raised 
largely 
on 
waste 
grain, 
which 
has no market value, W. A. Lippin- 
cott, professor of poultry husbandry 
at the Kansas state agricultural col­ 
lege, asserted in 
an address at the 
college of agriculture at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri heic today. 
In his address he urged community 
breeding and 
the 
establishment of 
more cold 
storage 
plants, pointing 
out that they serve to equalize prices. 
“Probably not more 
than 
15 per 
cent of the eggs 
produced 
in 
this 
country find their way into .’old stor­ 
age, yet this number is sufficient to 
have marked effect upon the prevail­ 
ing price levels during the season of 
production and nonproduction,” 
he 
said. “It is a fact not as clearly recog­ 
nized as it should be by either pro­ 
ducers or consumers, that eggs are a 
seasonable product. 
“Half the egg crop is produced in 
March, April, May and June. 
If it 
were not for the packer and his re* 
frigerator, 
contemptuously 
referred 
to as a cold storage, the farmer would 
have to be content with a price be- i 
tween two cents 
and* five 
cents a I 
dozen for 
eggs 
during 
the season 
when they are plentiful, and the con­ 
sumer w'ould have to pay from $2 to 
$5 a dozen if he wanted eggs during 
the season when they are scarce.” 
Frof. Lippincott emphasized an as­ 
sertion that exhibition poultry must 
be classed among the luxuries. 
He 
pointed out that in times of financial 
depression the first lines of business 
that feel the 
stringency are those 
that have to do 
with 
luxuries, and 
said that in such 
times tho public 
purchases poultry and eggs 
at good 
prices long after exhibition birds have 
ceased to be saleable 
at any price 
The speaker said, however, that “this 
does not mean that there is no mon­ 
ey in fancy poultry, but that it is at 
best a hazardous undertaking. 
“The much advertised rooster that 
sells for upwards of $100 in the show 
room has about as much religion to 
the furnishing of 
society with eggs 
and poultry as the race horse has to 
plowing,” he said. “A few' men make 
money rearing and exhibiting poultry, 
but in both cases the very many fail 
to make expenses. 
“Commercially, the 
poultry indus­ 
try of today 
has 
largely paralleled 
the history of the development of the 
modern common 
carriers, 
and 
ad­ 
vanced with improvement of refriger­ 
ator ears. 
It was not until means 
were afforded for transporting poultry 
products from the farm to the distant 
cities that production beyond the de­ 
mand of home needs became an ob­ 
ject, and poultry a source of consid­ 
erable income. 
• r 
Even in its present high 
state of 
development, when the national val­ 
uation 
of 
the 
annual 
product 
is 
mounting toward 
a 
billion dollars ” 
he continued, “it has 
essentially re­ 
mained a home industry, 
providing, 
however, 
a .considerable 
surplus 
which is handled Commercially. 
“Taking the country over, there are 
394 fowls to the square mile of im­ 
proved land. I have been 
unable to 
get hold of the 
exact 
figures for 
Missouri, but I presume that this is 
not far from the correct 
figures for 
this state. Japan, I find, supports 825 
fowls to the square mile without ill 
results, w'hich allows less than eight- 
tenths of an acre per fowl, 'there is 
no reason, as far as I am able to see 
w'hy we should 
not 
go considerably 
beyond this writh safety, and have a 
farm stock of at least 300 hens on any 
farm of 150 acres or more, 
urthermore, f omrfig eSgockffor,:4 ff 
“Furthermore, from 
figures

from w'estern states, I see no reason 
why these 300 hens should not supply 
the home needs, 
and 
make 
a net 
profit above feed cost, but not includ­ 
ing labor, of $300. This profit may be 
enhanced by the general introduction 
of the quality payment system in the 
purchase of poultry and eggs. Anoth­ 
er great opportunity for a large pro­ 
fit in poultry is going to come with 
the growth of

In the Missouri Southern case the 
commission took the

they had no pow’er to

islature which created the commis­ 
sion. 
In writing the opinion, Judge Lamm 
held that the legislature intended to 
convey full powrer on the commission 
without violating the state constitu­ 
tion. 
“I know’ the decision of Judge Lamm 
in the Missouri Southern case says 
this commission can raise rates above 
their maximum,” Rhodes told the com­ 
mission, “but in writing that opinion 
the Jurist turned his back 
on 
the 
great beacon light of the constitution, 
w’hich should have guided him, and I 
say with full confidence that the fu­ 
ture w ill prove my wisdom that when 
this constitutional question 
is 
pre­ 
sented to the supreme court it will 
reverse its former ruling unequivocal­ 
ly ” 
Attorneys for the railroads also are
